1. Lodgment of £5 (three pounds) for a révolver

2. Applicants ‘must undertake to return the weapon 
when called upon to do so by an authorised 
representative. of the Government, to keep it 
in good condition and open to official inepec- 
tion at any time. and to account rigidly for all 
ammunition expended. 
All applicarts must furnish sufficient guarantee to 
establish bona fides. These may take the 
form of recommendations from Teaentai Dala,

NEWS SUMMARY. 


IRELAND. 


Evidence was given before the Commis- 
sion on*Food Prices yesterday that the 
dead meat industry had been hampered 
by lack of capital. 

Thirty prize Kerry cattle, the property 
of a County Kerry han were stolen 
from a farm near lincollig, County 
Cork, on Monday sua 

Judgment was reserved in the Court of 
Appeal, Lendon, yesterday, in the case 
in which Mr. Art O’Brien questions the 
authority of the Home Secretary to have 
him deported to Ireland, where he is now 
interned. 

The Free State Ministry for Home 
Affairs makes an important announcement 
to<lay with reference to the supply of 
arms and ammunition to well-disposed 
citizens in the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
area. 

A passenger train from Wexford ran 
into a landslide at Bray Head yesterday. 
The line was damaged, and the engine and 
some coaches left the rails, but none of 
the passengers was injured. 

As a sequel to the exciting incident in 
the Theatre Royal, Dublin, on Monday 
night, two men were yesterday charged 
in a Dublin Police Court with attempt: 
ing to pick pockets in. the theatre. 

In the course of the hearing of an 
application for leave to increase rent, the 
Recorder of Dublin yesterday remarked 
that the condition of Dublin’ with respect 
to municipal rates was “really appalling.” 

Two armed wen took a sum of £100 
from a postman in the City of Limerick 
yesterday morning. 

A paper of much interest, “How to 
Know Shakespeare,” by Mr. Justice 
Madden, was read at a meeting of the 
Dublin Branch of the British Empire 
Shakespeare Society last night. 

The Northern House of Commons yes- 
terday declared that a speech which had 
R. J. Woods in connec- 
tion with the by-election in West Belfast 
was a breach of privilege. On the sugges- 
tion of the Prime Minister, however, the 
House merely recorded its disapproval of 
the speech. 

A Bill to extend the period of benefit 
under the Unemployment Insurance Act 
received a second reading in the Northern 
House of Commons yesterday, 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


The trial at the Old Bailey, London, 
yesterday, of Edmund George Mansell, 
former gevera! manager of the City 
Equitable Fire Insurance Company, was 
again adjoyrned, 

In the House of Lords yesterday Lord 
Carson mentioned that an ex-officer had 
heen refused assistance to emigrate under 
the overseas settlement scheme because he 
lived in the Irish Free State. The Duke 
of Devonshire said that under the Order 
in Council a resident in the Free State 
conld not receive assistance, bnt he would 
take up the case and endeavour to have 
the Order changed. 

The terms of the British Housing Bill 
was explained in the House of Commons 
vesterday by Mr. Neville Chamberlain. It 
provides an annual subsidy of £6 for every 
house built.

The Return of Law. 


The Free State Government has de- 
cided to authorise the possession of fire- 
arms under civil permit. In other words, 
it has decided to allow the welldisposed 
citizens of Dublin to protect their homes 
and businesses against robbers and other 
criminals. Every application for arms 
will be considered on its merits; but the 
general conditions are set forth in an 
advertisement which we print today. 
Every suitable applicant will receive a 
revolver and ammunition, in return for a 
deposit of £5, will be held responsible for 
their proper use, and may be required to 
submit them to official inspection at any 
tame. The Government's decision is some- 
thing far more significant than an 
ordinary measure of public safety, 
since it implies that the end of our 
national disorders is at hand. This ex- 
periment, however carefully safeguarded, 
would have been exceedingly dangerous 
even thrée months ago. Then an organ- 
ised campaign of violence was being waged 
against the Free State. Large quantities 
of weapons, ammunition and high ‘ex- 
plosives were in lawless hands, and the 
Government's forces, faced with death at 
every street-corner, could not afford to 
take unnecessary risks. The new conces- 
sion would not be possible if the situation 
had not shown a very great improvement 
in recent weeks. In the next place, the 
Government must possess the clearest 
proofs that a large majority of the citizens 
of Dublin are loyal supporters of the Free 
State. In the third place, it must have 
satisfied itself of a recent revival of the 
long absent spirit of civic patriotism. . It 
believes that the average citizen is pre- 
pared once more to play & man’s part in 
defence of his own property and rights. 
A few weeks ago the whole city was frozen 
in the thrall of a monstrous tyranny ; but 
now that tyranny has been broken. The 
complete restoration of political peace 
and order is the State’s concern; but it 
asks the citizens of Dublin to help it to 
rid the capital of the common crime 
which has swarmed in the wake of 


anarchy, We could not desire a more 


| useful stimulus to the creation of a abled 


public opinion ; and, no doubt, if the ex- 
periment succeeds in Dublin, the Govern- 
ment will extend it to other parte of the 
country. Hitherto the robber of city 
shops and the raider of suburban houses 
have been able to presume with virtual 
certainty on the helplessness of their in- 
tended victims. The mere disappearance 
of this certainty will be an effective check 
on their future operations. The Govern- 
ment must ensure, however, that the 
hands to which it proposes to entrust re- 
volrers shall be competent as well as 
honest. It ought to insist that everybody 
who gets a revolver shall have some skill 
in the use of firearms. We hope, too, 
that the carriage of revolvers in the 
streets will be forbidden, except for the 


protection of considerable sums of money. 
= 


A Housing Policy. 

The second reading of the British 
Housing Bill was moved in the House of 
Commons yesterday by Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain. At the 1918 election Mr. 
Lloyd George assured the people that 
the return of the Coalition Govern- 
ment would bring in its train a 
great industrial revival] and that one 
of the first cares of the Government 
would be the provision of adequate housing 
accommodation for everybody. A Housing 
Bill was introduced in due course by the 
hapless Dr. Addison, but the whole business 
was & sorry fiasco. Money was spent, but 
Mr. Lloyd George's houses did not appear ; 
and alter some time the public became 
interested in such matters as the Irish 
question, Mesopotamia and the Ruhr, with 
‘the result that the problem of housing was 
dropped. Mr, Lloyd George fell, and 


too, was inclined to ignore the pressing 
nature of the housing problem until a 
series of disastrous by-elections convinced 
him that something must be done at ance. 
The present Bill is the result. It will 
not solve the housing question, As the 
Minister said yesterday, it is only a be- 
ginning; but it is infinitely better than 
the Coalition policy of empty promises, 
and the fillip which it will give to the 
building trade almost certainly will en- 
courage private enterprise to follow in the 
Gorernment’s footsteps. 

Since the war some 215,000 houses have 
been built in Britain, and Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain explained that 161,000 of 
these houses would have been necessary, 
even if there had been no housing shortage, 
to meet the normal increase in population. 
Only 54,000 houses, therefore, have been 
forthcoming to fill the terrible gap which 
has been left by the four years of war. 
Nothing could be worse for the moral of a 
country than bad housing conditions, and 
it is a melancholy fact that in the big in- 
dustrial centres in England and Scotland 
the people are herded together in con- 
ditions which would be a disgrace to the 
civilisation of the Bashi-Bavouks. Mr. 


| Chamberlain's Bill is intended to hasten 


the erection of suitable houses for the 
working classes, and the yearly subsidy 
of £6 per house which will be paid to 
local anthorities ought to be a great 
hoon. The Minister reckons that the 
animal loss on every house at present 
rates will be twice the amount of the 
Government snbsidy, and the local 
authorities will be required to bear the 
burden of the difference. The Bill is not 
perfect, bat it has the one’ great advan- 
tage of being practical. Houses are useless 
unless the tenants for whom they are built 
are in @ position to pay the necessary 
rentais. Mr. Chamberlain propores to 
avoid such rninous fiascos as that, for 
instance, which resulted from the housing 
scheme of the Dublin Corporation. 

The worst areas of Birmingham or 
Manchester’ are mode) villages in com- 
parison with the slums of Dublin. When 
Mr. Lloyd George’s Government intro- 
duced its ill-starred Bill four years 
ago several local authorities in this 
country took up the scheme, but 
“wear” intervened, and now the housing 
problem is more acute than ever it was. 
Building has been almost at a stand-still 
since the beginning of 1914, and, in addi- 
tion to the ordinary wastage of the years, 
a campaign of violence has been in progress 
as a result of which large numbers of 
houses throughout the country have been 
destroyed. Hitherto, of course, the Free 
State Government has had no chance to 
investigate the problem thoroughly; but 
so soon as its present troubles are over 
housing must be one of its first cares. 
Many of the smaller towns in Ireland 
need to be re-built from stem to 
stern. In Dublin alone thousands of 
houses will be required, and we ma? 
be quite sure that Labour will press for 
their provision at the earliest. opportunity. 
Obviously, nothing can be done without 
the aid of the loca] authorities; and, il 
the plight of the Kerry County Council 
is any criterion of their financial -ircum- 
stances, a long time must elapse bejore 
they will be in a position to shoulder their 
fair share of the burden. In the meanwhile 
the Government must hasten to prepare 
the outlines of a policy ; for there is little

Taxation of Betting. 
Having become the subject of inquiry 
by a Parliamentary Committee, the taxa- 
tion of bets is elevated from the plane oi 
4 mere legislative notion to that oí a 
financial policy. In the present instance 
the Committee's report almost certainly 
will approve the tax. The Conservatives 
are solidly for it; the Radicals re 
divided, with a strong tendency to oppose 
it. Labour, if it opposes the taxing of 
bets, is acting on the general principic 
that all taxes are bad—not that betting 
is bad. In the present state of public 
Opinion, however, only a very hardy 
politician will set his face against any 
propogal that tends to lighten the ordi- 
nary taxpayer's burden. It may he 
assumed that the average taxpayer is not 


‘a regular betting man. Therefore, he 


will be inclined to resent opposition to 
the taxing of bets as being an attempt to 
favour the wealthy and to encourage the 
fool in his jolly. That aspect of the 


matter, it is needless to say, does not im- 


* - 


Mr. Bonar Law reigned in his stead. He, 


| press itself on the large class of persons 
who regard betting as a sin and would 
put it under the ban of the law as 
severely as if it were a crime, They 
believe that gamblers and men who, in the 
face of temptation, may become gamblers, 
ought to be protected against themselves 
and against those who would tempt them 
to hazard their fortunes on results in- 
volving the element of chance. To tax 
betting, in the eyes of these critics, would 
be to legalise it. The fact is, however, 
that betting is practised universally, and 
frowns directed at it by the law do 
‘reflect the general opinion. The public 
never will allow betting to be ireated as 
a form of wrong-doing, and will seck pro- 
bably to get all the financial relief that 
universal practice can be made to yield. 


Enticement. 

A lawsuit in which one woman 
claimed damages from another for the 
loss of her husband has been decided 
against the plaintiff. The jury found, 
without leaving the box, that there was 
no evidence to show that the enticing was 
done by the defendant, and not hy the 
plaintiff's husband. Thus is perpetaated 
for yet another period what is probably 
one of the oldest legal fictions in the 
world. Male plaintiffs frequently bring 
successful actions against other men for 
the loss of their wives, and the defence 
that the woman in the case was respon- 
sible for the enticement either is not 
raised or fails to move a jury of males. 
Nevertheless, everybody knows—and from 
every other perspective but that of the law 
it is tacitly agreed—that woman is a 
creature of a thousand wiles, and man a 
poor, dull creature whom any bright 
woman can twist round her little finger 
with no effort at all. There may have 
been a time—long before the ‘English 
common law was conceived—when the 
male of the human species was more 


numerous than the female; but mono- 
gamy, and the steady increase in the 
percentage of female children’ that 


civilisation has entailed, have produced a 
very different state of affairs. It became 
the business of women to be seductive, 
and their fascination increased as the com- 
petition grew sterner. Now the emancip- 
tion of women and their growing abilty 
to support themselves have tempered this 
competition, but it is still the principal! 
business of a woman to charm. The law 
may flatter the male with the idea that he 
is an enticer. Biology, history and every- 
day experience tell a different story.

TURF OFFICLAL’S WILL. 


MRS. WATERS IN THE WITNESS 
BOX. 
The trial was resumed at the Law Courts, 


Dublin Castle, yesterday, before Mr. Justice 


Pim and a city special jury, of the case of 
Waters v. Waters. The action is brought by 
Mrs. Mary IT ms Waters, the plaintiff, to 
establish the will of her late husband, Mr. R. 
McKinnan Waters, a well-known Turf Club 
oficial, who died on the 11th June, 1922. The 
laintiff was the second wife of the late Mr. 
Jaters, who resided at 15 Palmerston Park, 
Dublin. The defendant, Mr. Robert Thomas 
McK. Waters, is a son of the deceased by his 
fret wife, who died in 1918, and is a minor 
snd a ward of Court, his guardians ad litem 
heing Mr. Thomas Brin and Mr. David 
Haes. The defendant contests the will, in 
respect of which a caveat had been lodged, 
snd propounds a second will of the deceased 
dated 18th April, 1922, as the last will of his 
deceased father. The will of the 18th April, 
subject to the confirmation of certain gifts to 
the plaintiff, devised and bequeathed every- 
thing of which Mr. Waters was possessed to 
the defendant. E 
The defendant, in a counter-claim, asked 


have probate declared of the 
will of the 18th April 1922, in solemn 
form Replying to thr defence and 


counter-claim, the plaintiff said that the will 
of the 18th April was not duly executed, that 
at the time the deceased was not of sound 
mind, memory and understanding, and that 
the deceased made his true will on the 20th 
June, 1921, and she was the sole executrix of 


it. 

Serjeant Hanna, Mr. Lardner, K.C., and 
Mr. Joseph O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Serald Byrne and Co.) appeared for the plain- 
iff; and Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., Mr. T. 
iullivan, K.C., and Mr. Lavery (instructed by 
Messrs. T. White and Son) appeared for the 
defendant. 

MRS. TYSON’S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Edith Tyson, examined-by Mr. Lynch, 
K.C., said-that that was her first time to ap- 

r in a law court. She was a sister of the 
late Mrs. Waters. The suggestion made the 
previous day, that witness suggested to the 
second Mrs. Waters that she should leave her 
husband, was untrue. The suggestion that 
when on the 12th April, 1922, the second Mrs. 
Waters gave witness her address to give her 
husband was not true. ‘‘She gave me her 
address and pledged me to secrecy,” said 
witness. The witness did not at any time take 
part in“any differences between Mr. Waters 
and his wife—she frequently patched ap 
differences and did her best to keep the couple 
together When Mrs. Waters came back from 
London last year she telephoned and asked 
if the witness could bring ber husband to her. 
Mr. Waters happened to be present in the 


witness’s house. The witness was greatly put 


about by the message and took Mr. Waters to 
his own house. 

Cross-examined by Serjeant Hanna— After 
Mrs. Waters* returned from’ London in May, 
1922, witness received some letters from ber— 
she thouzht she detroyed the lett-rs. 

Did she write a letter to you upbraiding you 
for vour deceitfulnmess towards her while she 
was in London!—She upbraided me, certainly. 

Did she send you a telecram from Holyhead
